A Sammer Trip to the 
ASHVILLE, August 2d, LS73. 

Lditors News: ‘The want of mail fa- 
cilities has prevented my writing for 
the last week. Postoftices are not nu- 
merous in the mountains, and I am 
therefore compelled to crowd into a sin- 
gie letter the events of a week, no day 
of which has been without interest, 
Climbing mountains has beeu our prin- 
cipal employment, though getting down 
from oif of them again has occupied a 
considerable portion of our time. For 
my part I beheve I would rather climb 
up a mountain than to descend from it. 
Going up, One is constantly interested 
in the ever-varying scene, the immense 
trees, the steep precipitous rocks, the 
ingenuity required or displayed to as- 
cend them, aud the delightiul panora- 
ina spread beneath our feet, makes one 
unconscious of the iatigue; but once 
upou the top and teasting our eyes toa 
surfeit upon the delightful scenery 
spreacdi out before us, we commence the 
descent Which now proves tedious and 
toilsome almost beyond endurance. 

The mountains are full of pleasure- 
seekers. Go where you will,you run upon 
them encamped by the roadside, under 
delighttul shade trees, or by cool springs 
or Clear running streams; it 1s a Constant 
succession of pilgrims “going to the 
mountains.” The comparing of notes, 
giving or sccking information, joining 
or departing trom diflerent parties, 
camping out together, or “making a 
night of 1’ at some rude wayside inn, 
make ibese meetings very pleasant in- 
deed. 

One meets with mauy adventures, 
mainly laughable, but often one that 
calls tor sympathy and assistance. 
“From grave to joy,from lively to reseved” 
Crossing the mountains from Old 
Fort in a southwest direction into Buns 
combe, we ascended all the principal 
Knobs of the Biue Ridge range that lay 
in Our route of travel; in fact we could 
not have reached our destination with- 
Out passing over them. Some of these 
peaks are 5,000 feet high. Descending 
Oue night into the valley below, we 
sought shelter in a rude farm house, 
that was ba:cly able to accommodate 
our purty. We had scarcely retired to 
rest when another party arrived, and 
demanded supper and iodgings. Our 
host informed them that it was quite out 
of his power to entertain them, that hfs 
house was full already, but no excuse or 
appology would answer, for this was a 
very “distinguished party it was Gen- 
eral 5., General P., Judge bL., Judge M., 
Colonel A., and other titled dignita- 
ries, in fact, I believe, every one of the 
party have a title,even the dog was 
called“ Tycoon.” There was no resisting 
them. Supper wes prepared, and our 
host imformed us that we would be ob- 
liged to “double up.”

It is astonishing how many titled 
men are traveling at present in the 
mountains. There may be a fewCaptains 
or Majors left at home, but I believe | 
have met every General, Senator and 
Judge that North Carolina can boast of. 

I have heretofore spoken of the lim- 
ited amount of pasturage these moun- 
tains afford; this had reference more 
especially to the tame grasses, which 
certainly are not abundant, but I mist 
not neg!cct to mention a new forage 
plant that is becoming very abundant 
through all this section of country, and 
which I believe is deserving of especial 
notice. I refer to the so called “Japan 
clover,” which is neither a clover, nor 
did it come from Japan. It is a very 
small punt, seldom reaching the height 
of three inches, with leaves somewhat 
similar to the common red clover and a 
flower consisting of three small yellow 
leaves half an inch across, The stem is 
very small and stiff, it covers the ground 
like a mat, and all ordinary grasses and 
weeds give way before it. I have been 
shown ficlds that were given over to 
broom sage, too poor to repay cultiva- 
tion, this plant has driven out the 
broom sage, aftording a supply of good 
pusturage that is eaten by all animals; 
bogs are cspecially fond of it, preferring 
it to clover. : 

Now, where it came from,and where it 
proposes to go isa mystery to everybody. 
All agree, however, that it has made its 
appearance since the war, that it ap- 
peared to be working from the South 
towards the North, and wherever it 
makes its appearance tame or wild 
grasses, clover o r weeds ere displaced 
by it. I donot think it so good a for- 
age plant as the tame grasses, and it 
does not afford s¢ good a supply, but it 
is vastly Letter than broom sage, and 
well adapted to lands that are liable to 
wash.

Ilorrible Confession of a Murderer— 
Fidelity of a Dog. 
[From the Harrisburg (Pa.) Journal, 

On Thursday afternoon of last week, 
Nelson Wade, who murdered Mrs, Isa- 
bella M’Bride in Lycoming county, 
made a coniession which he preceded 
with the remark tiat he didn’t “carea 
d—n what was done with it.” He ad- 
mitted that he committed the murder, 
but denied that he shot Mr. M’Bride, as 
the coroners jury decided. The fatal 
injuries were inflicted with a ciub. 
While at a farm house near by he learn- 
ed where a trunk containing thousands 
of dollars was located, and about how 
inuch the couple was worth. On reach- 
ing the house on Tuesday evening he 
asked M’Bride for milk and was direct- 
ed to the wile, who was about the cel- 
lar. She told him that he would have 
to pay if he wanted it, 

‘The murderer continued; “I returned 
to the house and found the door bolted. 
The old man finaliy opened it, and I 
put my foot to the inside. Me struck 
atime, and i knocked him down with 
inv fist, as well as silenced the dog, who 
made an attack on me. I then struck 
M’Bride three times with the club, and 
heerying murder, I hit him agair. I 
then killed Mrs. M’Bride with the stick, 
and coming back to the house, found 
the old man up and the dog licking his 
eores. him another beating, and 
bioke open the trunk 1 wes after, I 
had to make two trips to carry away 
the money init.
